Committeeman William Doherty 
moved on-the-spot approval of 
Erickson’s pay plan over the 
protest of Chairman John S, Sulli- 
van who took the position that the 
work of both sub-committees 
deserved thorough consideration, 

Doherty and Davey supported the 
motion; Sullivan, Sherman and 
Moody defeated it, 

Doherty, responding to the will 
of the teachers, had succeeded 
earlier in bringing the super- 
intendent’s recommendation to the 
floor despite the fact there was 
some committee feeling that it 
should be held for presentation 
at a later School Committee work 
session, 

Presenting their sub-committee 
report to the parent committee, 
Barbara Moody and Robert Sher- 
man proposed that Andover 
bachelor degree minimums be 
brought in line with the new state 
law requiring that $5,000 be the 
base pay in this category. They 
would set the bachelor’s maximum 
at $8,000, up from the present 
$7,600, 

The Teachers Assoc. proposed 
bachelor minimums and maxi- 
mums of $5,300 and $8,500, taking 
the position that comparative pay 
scales used by Moody and Sher- 
man do not reflect pay raises 
already agreed upon in some of 
the communities with which we 
try to compete, 

No estimate of the total cost 
of the scale suggested by the 
Teachers Assoc. was presented, 
but figures setting the cost of the 
other two plans in excess of 
$80,000 annually were given,

Moody and Sherman said that 
the increases they propose for 
teachers and administrators would 
add $81,794 to the annual budget,

Erickson said that the 
full-year cost of his plan would 
be $100,700, Neither figure {n- 
cludes the normal increment 
(longevity) increases, 

For the 1965 budget, which will

a rapid leveling at the maximum 
end of the scale, They are par- 
ticularly opposed to the addition 
of another interval, lengthening 
the time required to reach the 
maximum level, 

Despite the fact that Sherman 
and Moody said that 12 intervals 
is the average required by the 48 
school systems with which An- 
dover attempts to compare itself, 
Richard Neal, president of the 
Teachers Assoc, said ‘‘It is im- 
portant for teachers to get to the 
maximum, and the maximum 
should not constantly be pushed 
away,”" 

The two said early increases 
for teachers with master’s degrees 
should serve as an incentive, en= 
couraging more teachers to do 
graduate work, They report that 
only about one-third of Andover*s 
teachers hold master’s and 
doctor's degrees while many 
school systems attract as many 
as 50 percent of their teachers 
from this category, 

Teachers Association repre- 
sentatives took the position that? 
the scale as proposed would have 
the opposite effect, 

Sherman and Moody also 
defended the rate of increases for 
newcomers to the system on the 
ground that the base pay was set 
by the state at a level ($5,000) 
higher than they would have elected

A Time To Talk Turkey 


New England was hit last week in its economic solar 
plexis. 

Three communities long conditioned to life with a 
defense economy crutch were told that they would have to 
find fresh means of survival. 

For Portsmouth, Springfield and Bangor it means a 
long struggle toward a new way of existence, particularly 
for the New Hampshire port which has been dominated by 
a naval shipyard for 164 years. 

Unfortunately the impact of the scheduled shutdowns 
cannot be neatly confined behind municipal borders. The 
fallout will create additional regional problems of em- 
ployment and industrial development. 

For all of this, we should have been prepared, Defense 
Secretary McNamara’s announcement that additional plans 
to phase out U. S. defense installations would include 
some from New England was not unexpected, It was 
anticipated, feared and fought well in advance — even by 
lobbyists for some facilities so far untouched. 

The cries of outrage from municipal, state and congres- 
sional officials may be nothing more than political baying. 
But if it is a cover for leadership unwilling and unprepared 
for the challenge of a new kind of military technology and 
for adjustment to a peacetime economy, it is regrettable. 
This is no time for whining. 

The secretary’s decision affects 95 U. S. defense 
installations; it means headaches and heartaches for 


Too Many Dog Days? 

Dogs with spirit should be free and anyone with an 
affection for Man’s Best Friend would prefer to see him 
lead a life of high adventure in the company of a boy like 
Lassie’s freckled friend. 


But where towns persist in growing into residential 
suburbs, the opportunities for canine frolicking are 
limited; wide open spaces are transformed into landscaped 
backyards, houses and people cluster and the noises they 
generate cut into privacy, children troop through a busy 
neighborhood instead of romping in woodlands and daisy 
patches. 

Andover is no longer a village. It has a dog population 
of roughly 1,800. How much longer it can continue with 
its laissez-faire approach to dog control is being ques- 
tioned. 

Numberless complaints about unrestrained dogs are 
heard by the Police Department (particularly involving 
dogs that congregate at school yards), and numberless 
property owners stifle their annoyance with the trampling 
and littering of pets that belong in someone else’s back- 


yard, 


The Board of Selectmen has asked for a report on the 
desirability of a leash law which would require dog 
owners to keep their animals at home, or walk them. 

Were it not for one fact, this would seem a minor matter 
for consideration by a board faced with policy decisions 
on budget and capital expenditures: 

The latest Board of Health report shows that so far this 
year 103 persons have been bitten by Andover dogs. This 
is almost a 100 percent increase over the January to 
November period of 1963. In October alone, 11 dog bites 
were reported, In September, the total was 10, 

This clearly makes the question one of public safety. 

It is unfortunate that such a simple matter as pet con- 
trol has to become a law enforcement issue. Some old 
fashioned respect for the rights and property of others 
could have prevented it.

Manager Establishes 
Grievance Procedure 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
issued a directive Monday estab- 
lishing a four-step grievance 
procedure, pinpointing the imeans 
by which municipal workers can 
air job complaints, 

A grievance exists, Bowen said, 
when an employee feels dissatis- 
fied or annoyed with an aspect of 
his employment over which he has 
no control, and when he desires 
remedial action, 

The procedure set up permits 
the employee to take his problem 
from supervisor to department 
head to town manager, ‘‘assured’’ 
that he will be free from ‘‘dis- 
crimination, coercion, restraint 
or reprisal,”’ 

Bowen counts on informal co 
versations between employ nd 
supervisor, step one, to~lead to 
settlement of most grievances, 
After an oral explanation of the 
situation, supervisors will have 
two working days to discuss the 
question raised with superiors and 
communicate a decision to -the 
aggrieved worker, 

If the solution offered is not 
satisfactory to the employee, he 
has five days to prepare a written 
statement on the grievance for 
presentation to his immediate 
superior, 

If the supervisor and his im- 
mediate superior cannot come up 
with an acceptable solution, the 
employee may take his written 
appeal to his department head, 
and finally to the manager in an 
attempt to get the remedial action | 
sought. 

Manager Bowen said Monday 
that the grievance procedure will | 
be incorporated in the rules and | 
regulations that will evolve follow- 
ing completion of a consultant's 
study now underway on classifica- 
tion and pay. 

Its purpose is not to be confused 
with that of a Personnel Appeals 
Board which the manager has 
promised to organize, This board 
when established, will function
